A Charlotte farmer sends me a cir¬

cular of a marl or procipltated lime-
stone, and asks my opinion of the pro- '
duct. The circular g-Ives the analysis
as containing 97.07 per cent of calcium
carbonate. This l-s a very pure lime-
stone of course. The main objection
1 would have to the circular is the)extravagant claims made for lime as a
fertilizer. Plants of course use lime,
but there is hardly a cultivated soil
that doe* not contain an abundance
of lime for all purposes of plant food,
and additional lime is used, not as a
fertilizer, but as a means for curing
acidity in the soil and making it fav¬
orable to the nitrifying organisms and
the nitrogen-fixing bacteria that live
on legume roots, and for mechanical
effect on the soil. Another objection
is the price of Jl'.T.O a ton In bull: in
car loads, \v hen ground limestone can
be had for 31.00 a ton, this is rather a
high price for tho marl. Otherwise
it is doubtless a very good article to
use where lime is needed. Laming is
not going to make poor land rich. It

a great aid to a good farmer in
keeping his soil in a condition in which
the legume crops will thrive. An ap¬plication of lime or ground limestone
or marl about once in six years in a
good rotation with legume crops will
enable the farmer to keep his land in
an itnproveing condition, but the man
who jumps to the conclusion that lime
Is a fertilizer, and that all ho has to
do i6 to keep liming his land, will
soon find that it needs other things
more than lime. The old proverb thatlime eniicnes the fat'her and impov¬erishes the son" is still good. Tse
Line by all means, but use it in th<
right place, and understand that it 1stnot for additional plant food, but fori
its effect In the sweetening of the soil,and the promotion of the nitrification
Of organic decay in the soil, and the
release of im-oluble potash. V,.u can
easily injur.- t li. land by excessive
liming, and many .f the statements
In. the circular of the marl people are
extravagant.

Seupprrnons \ ine Hears Mttle

never inakr^ half a crop. What ails

a crop?" The Seuppernong is veryapt t<« b.- deficient in pollen for set¬
ting its fruit. Get. a wild Muscadine
baren vine from 'the roadside, as them
aro probably plenty there, and plantit near your Seuppernong. it -will notbear hut it yill make the other vlnsbear by furnishing pollen to net thefruit.

Killing Weevil* In <-orn.
"You advise the use of carbon. How

mueh will be needed for i0ft bushels"'Will the corn have to he husked, ami
must the bin be airtight or just an
ordinary crib? Have been told that the
sun shininr. through cracks in the crib
will explode it" The carbon bisul¬
phide is very volatile and evaporateswith trreat rapidity. One pint is enoughplaced on top of 100. bushels of grainin a tight bin. It, w.^11_ have very little
effect in an ordinary corn crib,'as the
fumes will escape. There is no dangerthat the sun will explode it. but anytire will, even a cigar. The grainshould, of course, be husked. The
liquid is placed in a pan on top the
grain, and the fumes are heavier than
air and will sink through the whole
mass and destroy insect life. It is un¬
wholesome for any animal to breathe
the fumes. The best way is to put the
corn into a bin with a cover that can
b« closed tight In an ordlnarv crib
you can scatter moth balls through the
corn in storing it. and these will to a
great extent drive out the weevils and
do not cost much. Seedsmen use these
to keep insects from stored seed.

Williamsburg "May red < lover be

sown with wheat after frost in < >. to-
bei My practice has been to sow in
February, but my land is very stiff and
the drag does not make a sufficient lm
pression a ttfr the winter rains for the
seed to cat h well. I am sure all
farmers are very grateful to you for
the practical information you are
giving them in The Times-Dispatch."in your section 1 would always sow
the red clover with the wheat It will
seldom fail sown at that time in n mild
climate, and if it should, you still have
the chance for the late winter sowing.If 1 sowed in February I would simplywatch the chance* and catch a morn¬
ing when the soil is crusted, and the
sun will thaw the crust during the day.

"DAUGHTER" ASKS
SHARE IN ESTATE

Young Vaudeville Actrcss Will
Make Fight for Portion of

"Big Tim's" $2,000,000.

SHE CLAIMS POSITIVE PROOF

Bowery Leader's Testament,
However, Makes No Mention

of Wife or Child.

New York, September 17..Miss Ada
Sullivan, who for many years passed
for tlio daughter of Timothy D. Sulli¬
van. shortly will llle a suit for a share
of Sullivan's estate, according to liras-
tus J. Parsons, of llowsey & Parsons,
attorneys, of 43 Cedar Street.
Miss Sullivan was not mentioned in

the will of Representative Sullivan,
which has been filed, although she
lived with his wife or his relatives
from the timo> she was two years old.
iSlie is now twenty years old, and has
been appearing 011 the stage.
"Unless Miss Sullivan receives a fair

share of the estate we shall certainly
bring suit." said Mr. Parsons before
the will was made public.
"We think we have positive proof

that sho is the daughter of Timothy
D. Sullivan. We have communicated
with the dressmaker who made her
clothes when she wa# a child, and this
dressmaker said they were expensive,
and were always paid for by the nurse

who had charge of the little girl. We
know where this nurse is, and expect
soon to have her evidence, clearing up
all doubt as to thb parentage of Ada
Sullivan.

'Taken I-'rnni Koundllng Asylum.
"When Ada was two years old her

nurse went to this dressmaker and
ordered her to hurry the completion of
tho garments she was then making for
the child, as 'Ada had to go to a found¬
ling institution.'
"Next day Ada was taken away from

the foundling Institution by the Sulli-
vans. She" lived with them until Mrs.
Sullivan died last year. When Tim¬
othy D. Sullivan became ill and the
committee of his person and estate was

appointed all provision for Miss Sul-
livan ceased, and she was forced to go
to work to support herself. She has
not been in New York in two weeks.

"If she is 'Big Tim's' daughter, and
he recognized her as suoli, she is en¬
titled to part of his estate."

Oonj" ItelntionHhlp.
Wililain B. Ellison yesterday said

Miss Sullivan was not related to Tim¬
othy 1>. Sullivan, nor legally adopted
by him, according to the. assertions of
the family's living relatives.

"1 assume," he said, "that any suit
by Miss Sullivan for participation in
the estate will be resisted by the exec-
utors and the heirs named in the will,
I do not anticipate that any offer of
money or property will be made to
her, although her claims have not yet
been discussed by the executors and
their attorneys.
"The will was drawn by IJenry Gold¬

smith, law partner of the late Timothy
P. Sullivan, and has been in our pos¬
session since shortly after T. D. Sul¬
livan's illness.

lOntntc "Worth $2,000,000.
"The estate probably will net about

S2.000.000, and goes to Patrick II. Sul¬
livan. Lawrence Mulligan, Mrs. Mar¬
garet Mickey and the children of Mrs.
Mary Ann Sommcrs.
"The Sullivan executors and the com¬

mittee of his person and estate have
never recognized Ada Sullivan's claims.
Mid although proof of her adoption
was invited by us, nothing was forth¬
coming."
The will of Sullivan was Tiled in the

Surrogates' office yesterday. The in¬
strument was executed on October 6.
l'.iO". The transfer tax petition filed
with the will said that the value of the'
testator's real estate "is not now aseer-
tainable," and that the value of the
personal property "is not now ascer¬
tainable, but is probably more than
* 10,000."

Sullivan left his entire estate in
equal shares to his brother, Patrick H
Sullivan, Lawrence Mulligan, half-
brother; Mrs. Margaret Hiekcy, half-
sister, and Mrs. Mary Ann Sommcrs,'
sister, lie provided that in the ease
of the death of either of the legatees
before his own death the share of such
beneficiary should go to his or her
Issue.

One Ilcurflclnry Dead.
Mrs. Sommers died hefoi* the testa-|

tor, and her share of the estate will
go in one-quarter shares to her cliil-
dren, Mrs. Olive Ryan, Miss Irene Som-'
mers. Charles S. Sommers and Tinio-
thy Sommers. Mrs. llickey, Patrick 11.
Sullivan and Lawrence Mulligan each
u ill receive one full quarter of the
estate.
The executors are Patrick H. Sulli¬

van and Lawrence Mulligan. The wit-
nesses were the late Alderman Timothy
P. Sullivan ("Little Tim"), a cousin of!
the testator, and Henry J. Goldsmith,
who drew up the will. Sullivan made
no bequest to his wife, Mrs. Helen Sul-
livan. who died after the instrument
was executed. He explained that her
dower rights in his real estate would
be sufficient to provide for Iter.
A vigorous effort is being made by

Police Commissioner Waldo, the I>e-j
pnrtmcnt of Public Charities and other
city departments to find oyt why the j
body of "Big Tim" Sullivan was per-
mittcd to remain so long in the Ford-
ham morgue without identification.
Nothing developed yesterday to clear
the mystery.
There was a strong sentiment among

Sullivan's friends yesterday that he
was not killed by a train, but was dead
when run over by the New Haven
train. What evidence there was to
back this opinion no one would say,
but it seemed to be "in the air" that
there was something behind the whole
a ffair.
